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INTRODUCTION 


This is the fourth annual supplement to the 1934 edition of the Standard 
Catalog for Public Libraries and includes the first, second, and third annual 
supplements, published 1935, 1936, and 1937. 

The Supplement is cumulated and includes 600 new titles added this year, 
and the 1845 titles which were in the first, second, and third supplements, mak- 
ing in all 2445 titles, with 670 additional titles mentioned in notes. A list of 
new titles added this year is given after the class list. In addition to these new 
titles the Supplement includes 241 reprints, 340 new editions and 55 continua- 
tion volumes of books listed in the main catalog. Most of the books added 
this year were published in 1937 or early in 1938. A few series of useful 
pamphlets^ have been included but in general no individual pamphlets, since 
this field is now covered by the Vertical File Service. The titles are arranged 
in the order of the Dewey Decimal Classification, and the Outline of classifica- 
tion will serve as a table of contents. 

The selection has been made primarily for small and medium sized libra- 
ries, but the list will be found useful in larger libraries, especially in suggesting 
good titles for first purchase. The editors are greatly indebted to librarians 
and specialists in various subjects who voted on tentative lists of books for the 
Supplement. ^ A list of collaborators will be found following the introduction. 
As in the main catalog, no titles in foreign languages have been included. 

Books recommended for first purchase, especially by smaller libraries, are 
marked with a star. About 542 titles or almost one-fourth of the total number 
are so marked. About one-quarter of these starred books are marked with a 
double-star which indicates those most highly recommended. Probably the 
entire collection of books starred will not fit the needs of any one library 
because local needs differ. It is necessary to adapt the selection to the com- 
munity. 

New editions of books in the main catalog have been listed if important 
changes have been made, and for each a note is given telling how the new 
edition differs from the old. Reprints at lower prices, of books already in the 
main catolog, have been listed without annotations, at the end of the class to 
which each belongs. The full annotations will be found in the main catalog. 

Many analytical entries for parts of books were included in the index to 
the main catalog and this feature has been continued in the Supplement. A 
total of 644 books, about one-fourth of the number included, have been 
analyzed wholly, or in part. 

Both American and English publishers and prices are given for books 
published in both countries. Prices have been obtained from the Ctimulative 
Book Index, the Reference Catalogue of Current Literature for 1938 and 
Whitaker’s Cumulative Book List. 

Responsibility for the work is divided among the three editors as follows. 
To Dorothy E. Cook: Science, Useful Arts, and Travel; to Helen Grant 
Cushing: General works, Philosophy, Religion, Philology, Fine Arts, and 
Literature; to Isabel Monro: The Social Sciences, History, and Biography. 
Dorotiby E. Cook has also done the cataloging and most of the work on the 
index:, an^ has had general supervision of the details. 

The H. W. Wilson Company began to issue printed catalog cards in March 
1938. These cards are available for all new titles starred in the Fourth Supple- 
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ment as well as for some others. In the list of "'New titles added in 1938^' 
preceding the Index the abbreviation (W) has been added for each title in 
the Supplement for which cards can be supplied by the H. W. Wilson com- 
pany. Catalog cards will also be available for all books included in the 1938 
Supplement of the Children’s Catalog and in the 1938 Supplement of the 
Standard Catalog for High School Libraries. A complete list of books for 
which these cards have been made and directions for ordering will be supplied 
on request.
